A 20’x70’ cantilevered shade sail and four-seated 
tables were added with a grant of $43,239.40 from the Van Buren Civic Fund. Supervisor McNamara said pickleball is one of the fastest-growing sports of our time and this court is 
the “nicest pickleball court in the area.” It’s also on the route of the Iron Belle Trail, he said. 


Doug Peters tells LDFA Visteon Corp. A 


is a bad neighbor, corporate thief

Doug Peters, vice chairman of the 
Van Buren Township Local Development 
Finance Authority, told the LDFA at its 
regular meeting July 12 that Visteon is a 
bad neighbor and a corporate thief. 

Van Buren Township is suing Visteon 
over the $32 million the township took out 
in bonds to help build Visteon Village. The 
township contends that Visteon had agreed 
to pay on the bonds if the LDFA tax on the 
property was not enough to cover the bond 
obligations. 

Since then, Visteon went bankrupt and 
sold the property and will not pay. 
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Van Buren Township is lending money 
to the LDFA for the bond obligations each 
March and September and so far the LDFA 
owes the township more than $5 million 
for loans and interest. 

John Delaney, who had resigned from the 
LDFA recently, was present at the meeting 
and complained about Visteon and the 
township lawyers and administration. 

“I share John Delaney’s frustration, but 
having been closest, it is worse for me,” 
said Peters, a retired attorney who is known 
nationally for his skills. “I was there when 
Visteon came ... The villain here is not

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McNamara: County will provide $4.5 million for community center

Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara announced at the township 
board’s July 19 meeting that he has verbal 
approval that $4.5 million in grants will 
be authorized to help pay for the new 
community center construction. 

He said it had been authorized by Wayne 
County Executive Warren Evans and his 
staff, but he does not yet have the written 
contract. When he gets it, he said, he will 
call a special meeting to approve it and get 
it back to the county. 

He said the Wayne County Commission 
will make the final decision. 

“This is a pretty big deal,” Supervisor 
McNamara said of the Community Center 
budget of $16,988 022 and all of the money 
they have been able to get to help pay for 
it. He said the project began as a $7 million 
building and now has grown to almost $17 
million. 

Director of Community Services 
Elizabeth Renaud presented a chart 
showing $705,798 has already been paid by 
cash to date and there will be $2,984,099 in 
American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) funds, 
$851,924 from a Civic Fund donation, and 
$1,137,000 from the Van Buren Township 
Downtown Development Authority, 
leaving remaining costs of $11,309,201 
unfunded. 

McNamara said that the bond for the fire 
stations and the water tower property is 
being paid off this year and they will be 
able to bond for $6 million. That leaves 
$5.6 million unfunded. 

After the county allocates the $4.5 
million, the township will decide how 
much bonding is needed and use fund 
balance to pay for it all. 

Director Renaud explained the 
construction cost of the project is 
$12,918,868 and then the soft costs are on 
top of that to reach the $16,988,022 total. 
This includes professional fees and costs, 
permits, testing, printer, owner-controlled 
contingency, technology, furniture / 
fixtures / equipment, and related project 
costs. 

The board unanimously approved the 
total budget. 

In other business at the July 19 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the guaranteed maximum 
price amendment to Frank Rewold 
& Son’s current Community Center 
Construction Manager Contract for a total 
of $12,918,868. Robert Stempien, Sr., vice 
president of Plante Moran Cresa, explained 
that they started bidding in May and got 
102 bids, which pleased him. Kurt Ryder, 
estimator for Frank Rewold and Sons, said 
the bids were very close to the estimates. 
He said they expect to break ground Sept. 


19 and be done on Dec. 29, 2023; 

e Approved a variance from the township’s 
engineering standards to allow expansion 
of an existing “dry” detention basin to 
serve the stormwater detention needs of the 
township campus including the community 
center addition. Although a fence is not 
required since the water will not be 4’ and 
the sides of the basin are 6:1 slope, Trustee 
Reggie Miller and Treasurer Sharry Budd 
voiced concerns about curious children 
who might go there. McNamara said the 
board is saying if it’s deemed dangerous 
they would like a fence. “It can’t cost 
much,” he said. “You’re basically saying: 
keep an eye on it,” he said to the board; 

e Approved special land use for 
redevelopment of the Meijer store at 9701 
Belleville Rd., including a drive-through 
pharmacy and gas station work. The garden 
center at the north side of the building 
is being cut back in size to allow for the 
U-shaped drive-through with stacking for 
eight vehicles; 

e Approved scheduling an Aug. 16 
hearing for the establishment of Greenbriar 
Subdivision Special Assessment District of 
$750,000 for roadwork. The board voted 
to recuse Supervisor McNamara from the 
discussion and vote on the hearing since 
he is a resident of the subdivision. The 
subdivision has 176 parcels which will 
be $4,200 per homeowner over five years 
with 1.5% interest. The board can only 
approve the SAD if those in favor remain 
at least 51% of the total of the homeowners 
following the two hearings on the subject; 

e Approved a partnership with the DDA to 
develop a SS4A (Safe Streets and Roads for 
All) Action Plan grant application with the 
assistance of the Wade Trim FundingScout 
division that would extend beyond the DDA 
boundaries at an estimated cost of $15,000 
total, to be proportionately divided in order 
for the DDA to remain compliant with PA 
57 of 2018. DDA Executive Director Susan 
Ireland said she and McNamara met with 
Wayne Hoffman, Wade Trim’s funding 
scout, and determined many projects could 
go out of the DDA district and there is a 
significant amount of money at the state 
and federal level available. She said they 
could develop an action plan and apply for 
a $200,000 minimum grant and then they 
can apply for a $5 million minimum grant, 
with a 20% match, for the same action 
plan. “He told me a lot of things I didn’t 
know,” McNamara said. He said after the 
community center is done, they can work 
on the DNR site and there is a lot of money 
out there for parks; 

e Approved fireworks at River of Life 
Church, 16650 Sumpter Rd., on Aug. 13, 
with a rain date of Aug. 14, to celebrate the 
starting of the church 20 years ago. Pastor 
Eddie Marcum said his parents, Pastor and 


Mrs. Paul Marcum, started the church in 
2002. As part of the celebration they will 
be giving out free gas at a gas station and 
free groceries. There will be food trucks 
at the church for the celebration, which 
begins at 7 p.m.; 

e Heard resident Reg Ion say there were 
hundreds of no-parking signs on Ecorse 
Road for the air show, but not one on the 
service drive. He suggested they let the 
semis through next time since it is hard to 
turn them around on a divided highway. 
When they finally got turned around, they 
revved off, he said, which probably meant 
they were upset. He said the aircraft show 
is only a half hour each time. McNamara 
said, “We will bring this up with police”; 

e Was informed a viewer of the meeting 
sent a comment asking if the community 
center will be free to residents. McNamara 
said the board will make that decision, but 
the intention now is for it to be free; 

e Heard a lengthy comment on homeless 
shelters. The unnamed speaker said all the 
shelters in Wayne, Washtenaw, Oakland, 
and Macomb counties are full and backed 
up for three to four months. She said 
there is no more subsidized housing and 
nowhere for people to go. McNamara said 
the township has an ordinance that does 
not allow motels/hotels to house guests for 
more than 30 days, but the township has 
determined that if they are actively seeking 
housing, “We will be mindful.” He said 
50% of the township’s hotels have people 
staying longer and some hotels are built 
for that. He said police will aggressively 
prosecute others things and go out to talk 
to them; 

e Learned the Wayne County Fair is 
being held the first full week of August. 
Treasurer Budd asked everyone to come 
out and support the 4-H kids who have 
been working very hard; and 

e Was informed that the annual Shred Day 
is from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. on Saturday, July 
30, in the township hall’s front parking lot. 
Clerk Leon Wright said the clerk’s office 
also will be open from 1 a.m. to 3 p.m. on 
Saturday, July 30, for voters. 

Work-Study Session 

The 45-minute work-study session before 
the meeting discussed the community 
center project and the Greenbriar special 
assessment district. 

When Robert Stempien, senior vice 
president of Plante Moran Cresa, detailed 
the items to be done as part of the 
community center, he mentioned entirely 
re-roofing township hall. 

Trustee Martin asked when it was the 
determination on the roofing made and 
when was it put into the plan? 

McNamara said they are making a list 
of capital improvements, but the board 
is making the determination on the roof 


that day when it approves the community 
center budget. He said they had determined 
things that needed to be done and parceled 
it out in bids and decided to include it in 
the package and not parcel it out. It would 
cost less by including in the project. 

Martin said the first time he heard of 
the roof was “right now” and he said he 
wondered why this was the first time to 
hear about this capital improvement and, 
“You’re bringing me this today.” 

McNamara said at budget time they will 
ask for capital improvements. 

Clerk Leon Wright said they talked about 
it in prior meetings. He said there was a 
small leak on his side of the building and 
said he understands this is the first time 
Martin heard about it, but they decided to 
make it a part of the project. 

Martin said it was 5:20 p.m. that very day 
that he first heard about the roof. 

Stempien said they had somebody go up 
and look at the roof. 

“Nobody knew we needed a roof until we 
started looking at it,’ McNamara said. He 
said it was good for three to ten years, but 
after ten years they would need a roof. He 
said it’s been there 25 years. 

The present pvc roof will be replaced 
with a 20-year pve roof and they’ll go for 
a 10-year warranty and that will equal 30 
years, Stempien said. 

Treasurer Budd said she can tell them the 
different water spots in her department the 
last few years has been a chore. 

Martin said he’s not against the roof, it’s 
just that he’s just now finding out. 

“My apologies,’ McNamara said. He said 
at the upcoming budget hearing everyone 
will get a thick folder describing every 
single building the township owns. 


Van Buren Twp. rehires 
Ron Akers in surprise 
agenda item on 6-1 vote

On July 2, 2019, Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees sent off a valued 
employee to his new position as Public 
Services Director in Ypsilanti by honoring 
him with a framed resolution signed by 
every member of the board.

Library deserves 
replacement

The Belleville Area District Library 
is seeking replacement of its operating 
millage that expired last year so it can 
continue offering its exceptional services 
to the community. 

The ballot question has to be called a 
replacement because it already expired. 
Board members would have had to hold 
an election for Belleville, Van Buren, and 
Sumpter voters last fall with only this item 
on the ballot and they felt that expense 
to the voters was not necessary. Also, the 
turnout was due to be small. 

On Aug. 2, voters in the three communities 
in the library district are being asked to 
continue their support of the library by 
replacing its present operating millage of 
0.6864 for 15 years. There will be no tax 
increase over the 2021 level. 

In 2010 voters approved 0.7 mills for 
12 years and the Headlee Amendment 
reduced that to 0.6864 mill last year and 
that is what they are seeking on the ballot. 

The beautiful new library in downtown 
Belleville has brought new life to our 
cultural center and groups of all sizes meet 
there, children flock there for story times 
and other events, and teenagers have found 
a welcoming after-school hangout with 
computers to use for getting homework 
done. The new Sumpter library branch is 
also valuable. 

The millage being replaced equals more 
than 50% of the library’s operating cost. 
We need to support our library. Vote yes.

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Comments on VBT 
homelessness article 


To the editor: 

Below is the updated response to the 
Belleville Independent article regarding 
the work-study meeting on July 5, and 
the follow-up BOT [board of trustees] 
meetings I have sent out through social 
media. Publishing this is optional, but 
I wanted to share it with you to address 
any concerns or additional information 
regarding the subject. 

To everyone who has contacted me 
over the newspaper article regarding 
the workgroup meeting on July 5 or had 
questions regarding what happened in 
the meeting and the following board of 
trustees’ meeting on July 19.

I first want to apologize for not recording 
the work-study meeting myself. I did not 
confirm that the work-study meetings do 
not get recorded like other meetings that the 
township uploads to their Youtube channel. 
There have been several meetings that 
were not zoom accessible or “issues” that 
several people tried to provide comment 
on, and I only focused on that aspect of the 
meeting. 

In the article there were a few misquotes 
(not horrible, just not 100% accurate) from 
me. I did give my phone number to the 
newspaper for any questions but was not 
contacted. To address these corrections 
not only on social media, I will email the 
Belleville Independent this commentary 
as well. It happens, it is hard to hear, no 
recording with accessible transcription to 
reflect back on. 

This work-study agenda item was created 
after many phone calls, emails, and requests 
to address the ordinance regarding hotel 
stay limitations that are being cited to evict 
individuals within the hotel. A presentation 
request was denied, and informed it was 
only via public comment to discuss the 
concerns. There is plenty of documentation 
regarding people with various needs and 
reasons for staying at hotels for more 
than 30 days. This is nothing new and not 
hidden from anyone. 

The Zoning Code C-2 Section 3.112 (B) & 
Section 5.121 (C) (No guest shall establish 
permanent residence for more than thirty 
(30) days in any one (1) calendar year) 
ordinance is the cited reason for multiple 
hotel evictions. 

This lack of affordable housing, lack of 
community investments are nothing new,

Menards, JPMC’s site security upgrades, 
and US Signals Data Center. 

He was first hired as VBT Director of 
Planning and Economic Development in 
August 2015 at a salary of $70,000. 

At the July 19 regular meeting of the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees, the 
personal services agreement for Akers was 
added to the agenda and then approved on a 
6-1 vote, with Trustee Kevin Martin casting 
the only no vote. 

He said it was because of the process 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara used in hiring 
Akers and he had nothing against Akers 
himself. 

Akers was rehired as VBT Municipal 
Services Director, a new position, that will 
oversee the departments of Public Services, 
Planning and Economic Development, and 
Water and Sewer, at a salary of $98,000. 

McNamara said he was very excited that 
Akers said yes. 

“We are glad he came to his senses and 
came back,” said Trustee Sherry Frazier. 

Trustee Martin said this is a new position 
and he wanted to know where the money 
was coming from. 

Supervisor McNamara said they were 
seeking assistants in three department and 
there’s money left in the three budgets. 

Trustee Martin asked who came up with 
the job description and McNamara said they 
got the job description from Canton. 

Human Resources Director Nicole Sumpter 
agreed they got it from Canton. 

“Did you have input?” Trustee Reggie 
Miller asked Director Sumpter and Sumpter 
replied that she saw it. 

Martin asked if it was taken to Akers 
before she saw it and Sumpter replied, 
“Human Resources is responsible for all job 
descriptions.” 

“Who got this from Canton?” Martin 
asked and Sumpter replied she did when she 
was told Akers was being hired. 

“How did we establish the rate of pay?” 
Martin asked and McNamara said it was 
through negotiations. 

“I just found out on Friday that we were 
doing this and would be expected to vote 
on Tuesday,’ Martin said. “Why did we 
just hear about it on Friday? Why not talk 
about it beforehand? It was pushed forward 
in three or four days.”

McNamara said they were looking for 
an administrative assistant and discovered 
Akers was out looking for a job. He said 
when they say yes, they have to move. He 
said the next board meeting would have 
been on Aug. 2 but it is the day of the 
election so it had to be cancelled. 

“He wanted to make sure he had a 
job before he gave his 60-day notice,” 
McNamara said of Akers. “I try not to keep 
anything from you.” 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said McNamara 
contacted her and Clerk Leon Wright. 

“This was kind of the job that Matt [Best] 
had,” McNamara said. Best no longer works 
for the township. 

Martin said the full-time elected officers 
were aware, but the trustees were not made 
aware before Friday and they were expected 
to vote on Tuesday. 

“My problem is with the process...” 
Martin said. “If they needed help, why 
didn’t we advertise ... How did we know he 
was available?” Martin asked. 

McNamara replied that somebody said 
Akers was look for a job. When Martin 
asked who, McNamara replied that someone 
from another municipality contacted Van 
Buren Township for a reference for Akers. 

Sumpter told McNamara to stop talking 
publicly about the details and he did and 
took the 6-1 vote. 

During Public Comment at the end of the 
meeting, resident Reg Ion thanked Martin 
for the no vote and called the action a 
“shady hire.” 

When he was first hired in 2015, the 
background information given said Akers 
lived in Wyandotte and had graduated 
from Eastern Michigan University with 
a bachelor of science degree in Public 
Administration and Regional Planning. He 
was due to finish up his graduate degrees 
in Public Administration and Economic 
Development at Wayne State University. 

He has worked for Blair Township in 
Northwestern Michigan, Whitewater 


Township outside Traverse City and before 
coming to Van Buren Township in 2015 was 
serving at Genoa Township in Livingston 
County as zoning official.

the administration, not our lawyers. It is 
Visteon. 

“Visteon is a corporate thief. Visteon 
is running up our legal expenses on 
purpose... We have $32 million worth of 
debt ... Visteon is a bad neighbor, a corrupt 
organization that tried to take advantage of 
our taxpayers,” Peters said. 


He said the township supervisor has paid 
close attention to the law suit. 

“Our corporate lawyers are conservative 
gentlemen when we don’t need” politeness, 
he said, adding the township supervisor 
and his staff are very aware and every time 
there is an attorney bill it is scrutinized and 
questioned. 

He called Visteon an “exploitive” 
corporation and said it is hiding documents. 
“I believe the Ford Motor Company,

Proctor and Gamble, and Dow Corning 
destroy documents,” he said. “It’s not the 
time to let up.” 

Peters said there are people in this 
community and in Canton that can offer 
insider information to help the township’s 
case. 

“Once insiders come forward to talk, 
others will come,” he said, pointing to the 
U.S. House’s Jan. 6 hearings. He said when 
one young lady stood up, then others came 
forward. 

“We ask Visteon’s former and current 
employees to come forward,” he said. 

“It’s $32 million that Visteon is asking 
township residents to pay on their behalf,” 
he stated. 

“A lot of times we are instructed by our 
lawyers not to talk because they are afraid 
something we say will be used against us,” 
Peters said. 

“They should pay up or leave the 
community,” Peters said of Visteon. “Unless 
they act like responsible citizens, they 
should leave the community or be shunned.” 

“Visteon is insisting we produce 
documents,” Peters said, noting that takes 
time for staff to search and money for 
attorneys to review. “Visteon is just burning 
up our gasoline. Every little item, digital 
discovery. Try to keep us so busy there’s not 
enough time to work on our strategy. 

“We have senior lawyers and more senior 
lawyers. A few documents dribbled out from 
Visteon. 

“We need insiders to send us documents,” 
Peters said. “We don’t know who exactly at

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Visteon decided not to pay... We need to 
know who that person is.” 

He said it’s important to videotape 
depositions because the momentary pauses 
before answering a question and the facial 
expressions are important. 

“We’re going to war with a Tier 1 
corporation who wants to chisel us for $32 
million. If we quit, we’ll be burned for $32 
million. 

“A jury will be pretty angry because the 
community opened its arms and gave help to 
Visteon and then it went into bankruptcy and 
we get stiffed,’ Peters said. “When the jury 
hears that, they’ll be made to pay. 

“We need the documents,” Peters stressed. 

“We need to make them pay,” agreed 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara. 

Delaney said, “Visteon, Ford, and Sovereign 
are playing this end game to see if we have 
documents. If we don’t have something” 
they could destroy their copy. He said there 
have been three township supervisors since 
this happened and multiple trustees and their 
depositions should have been videotaped. 
He said the planning started in 2000 and it 
was finalized in 2003. 

Peters said that Visteon needs to be able 
to cross/examine witnesses. He said all the 
key players have been statementized and 
lawyers assured him all the key witnesses 
have been interviewed. 

“I was the last board member,” Peters 
said. “I was in the room and I asked what 
if they go bankrupt? Ford will stand behind 
them, we were told. Then they parted. They 
could not legally bind Ford. I can’t say that 
they planned this from the beginning. They 
may have treated us like any of their other 
companies.” 

During the meeting, the LDFA considered 
a report on the loan agreement with the 
township and a budget update. 

Van Buren Township Deputy Treasurer 
Sean Bellingham was present to answer 
questions. In his report he noted that the 
loan total from the township to the LDFA 
now stands at $5,191,580.42 including 
interest and in September another $1 million 
will need to be loaned to the LDFA to cover 
the next semi-annual debt payment in the 
amount of $985,678.13 due Oct. 1. In the 
proposed 2023 budget, $600,000 is set 
aside for attorney fees, up from $450,000 
estimated for 2022.

but the power dynamics at play regarding 
hotel evictions based on the township’s 
harmful ordinance and enforcement is 
contributing to homelessness of community 
members, from disabled seniors to disabled 
children. Concerns for retaliation and further 
harms exist because of a lack of public health 
responses to socioeconomic concerns. 

Housing agencies in the county, across the 
state, and nationally have been screaming 
for years that there are not enough shelters, 
affordable housing and rental options. This is 
why CERA funds, ARPA funds, hotel vouchers 
and many other emergency declarations 
and programs have been used to protect 
individuals at highest risks of losing housing 
and structural violence. 

Many waitlists for shelters are closed because 
they are months out and no end in sight to this 
problem. There are no housing vouchers for 
Wayne County being given at this time, and no 
Housing Choice Waitlists are open according 
to Wayne Metro as of July 19. Christnet, 
although listed as a shelter, has been closed 
indefinitely since 2020. There is a new shelter 
in the works, but it is not open, not accessible 
and will fill up quickly in the Taylor area. 

To clarify a quote from the newspaper “I’m 
paying over $4,000 out of my pocket for one 
affordable housing place.” I have paid over 
$4,000 out of my pocket and mutual aid funds 
for hotels and camping supplies because there 
is only one non-senior affordable housing unit 
within the township that accepts vouchers, 
with a waiting list from months to over a 
year and a half and the subsidized housing 
program is suspended indefinitely according 
to Parkwood Manor staff. 
https://housing state.mi.us/. 

Renting a mobile home seems simple, but 
there are many barriers to this simplistic 
“solution.” Many require a security deposit, 
do not accept low credit scores, and will not 
accept past evictions even if it is because of 
a negligent landlord. Mobile homes only 
account for a small percentage of housing 
options in the township area, so it is not the 
only solution. 

The hotels may not be perfect, and we can 
have a deeper discussion on power dynamics 
regarding landlords and tenant rights, but 
they are not on the streets, the woods, nor are 
they in abandoned homes. The hotel that the 
township is enforcing the ordinance at has a 
fridge and microwave in majority or all the 
rooms. Though it is not perfect, it should 
not be the main point of focus because many

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people (housed or unhoused) eat out daily and 
prepare meals that require little to no cooking. 
A microwave is a source to cook food, so this 
argument has a little merit. Conditions in the 
room can yes be poor, but so that from lack 
of repairs from an owner, or issues from the 
tenant. Again, these issues are on the hotel 
owner, just like it would be for any other 
person renting to someone. Not to lean against 
a length of stay ordinance to let the township 
be their minion through their officers. 

For the hotel owner, who took over regardless 

of the situation, then discussions should 
involve the current situation, various issues 
and address whatever needs are to actually 
build together a healthier community for all. 
I spoke with the Supervisor and deputy 
supervisor on Thursday July 14, for 30 minutes 
via zoom. It was last-minute. He was going to 
discuss a moratorium on the ordinance and get 
back to it by the following week. I still remain 
against an ordinance that can displace people. 
Full stop. 

I have asked for many years for a resource 
center and bringing in funding for housing, 
mental health and substance use and various 
other programs. ARPA, CERA, Opioid 
Settlement, Community Block Grant, any of it 
could be used to address these issues. 

In response to the comment about being 
paid to “fix issues.” I was contracted with the 
township for a resource guide (public record) 
that I was working on already on my own and 
brought to the township. I did 
the update the following year. The township 
took it over after that. I was not hired or 
consulted/contracted to do anything else. 
I was paid a very small amount for the time 
and amount of hours that were put into that 
resource guide, but it was about getting 
resources to the community and not about the 
money. I knew their reach could go further to 
residents than my efforts alone. I do mutual 
aid with a few people because of the barriers 
and lack of resources in the area for over a 
decade. This isn’t new/or Covid-related. It 
only became more public 
because of Covid burdens and concerns of 
scams to be transparent and accountable. | 
work in the spirit of mutual aid: solidarity, not 
charity. 

While I appreciate the very nice words from 
people thanking me for speaking out and 
resources provided, I am not a representative, 
gatekeeper, or hero. I speak up and do what I 
can because of my 
privilege and not sitting complacent, while 
people suffer needlessly. 

During the Board of Trustees’ meeting on 
July 19, I learned that the ordinance would 
be on hold, but in a non-responsive approach 
to actually provide health and community 
services to individuals at the hotel, strict 
enforcement policies and practices that will 
be applied to poverty-related and quality of 
life offenses that will further push people into 
poverty while increasing trauma, economic 
exclusion and negative health outcomes 
including inequitable incarceration, morbidity, 
and mortality rates. 

Public health, social workers, and others 
want to help improve the health and safety 
within the 48111, and ask what are our shared 
values to make this a “premiere community”? 
Do they involve all community members or 
just those with excessive amounts of privilege 
and wealth?
